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The  Guilty  Emperor  of  r'  f * t  •  ** r> .*  Empire  oaiie  up  to  the 
North  Country  t oi  the  Dartmouth  .  mmencemen t .  This  pompous 
hypocrite  wrshew  to  have  hjs  subjects  thlrk  of  him  as  he  thinks 
of  himself  -  as  the  ;  Viovad  t  o:  so  he  hud  this  visit  blown 

up  with  all  the  phony  splendor  that  the  kept  press  and  the 
crawling  radio  could  work  up.  C-reat  throngs  of  adorerB  milled 
about,  swelled  notably  by  an  arry  of  special  oops,  twelve  hundred 
of  them,  who  at  great  cost  to  somebody  were  ordered  there  to  keep 
some  worshiper  from  pelting  the  August  One  with  an  overripe  orchid 
or  a  sharp  rose  petal,  nine  sappers,  engineers  and  special  agents 
went  on  ahead  as  they  used  to  for  Hitler,  Iiunsollni,  Stalin  and 
other  beloved  Emperors  who  expected  a  hand  grenade  from  every 
opened  window.

All  of  us  in  our  long  upward  climb  have  had 
many  days  which  offered  nlether  fun  nor  joy  nor  any  satisfaction 
exoapt  that  of  being  able  to  hang  on  and  take  a  beating  and 
President  Elsenhower  has  oertalnly  shown  the  world  his  contempt 
and  disapproval  of  that  kind  of  satisfaction.  Fy  the  words  of 
Eisenhower  the  early  Christians  themselves  were  often  un  Christian 
and  wicked  ns  they  had  many  days  with  out  fun  and  any  joy  or 
satisfaction  they  were  able  to  squeeze  out  of  the  situation  were 
of  a  sort  which  Eisenhower  would  not  be  able  to  understand,  but 
would  have  rebuked  and  condemned  as  he  has  rebuked  and  condemned 
the  firm  stand  of  the  DOITs  against  hie  own  outrageous  perfidy 
Tou  should  ce  mors  careful  t.he  wayyou  kick  around  the  wore 
"Christian"  Elsenhower J  Tour  words  have  merely  made  clear  why 
that  other  self  “righteous  emperor,  Hero,  grabbed  his  fiddle  and 
played  with  "laniaoai  joy  while  the  city  burned  and  his  subjects 
perished,  He  just  hadn't  had  his  fun  that  day.

Elsenhower  and  the  '7hlte  Douse  Court  may  he  finicky  about  their 
golf  scores,  but  like  Tourian  and  "loosevelt  they  are  revoltihgly 
indifferent  to  dlahoneaty  in  themselves  and  among  their  supporters 
They  are  all  dishonest  about  money,  about  their  pledged  word  and 
about  past  performances  and  future  hopes.  Aristocrats  like

Tills  1b  the  line  puehed  by 
the'  flag  Empress,  Eleanor  Eoosevelt  who  wanted  every  girl  to  drink 
until  she  found  out  how  much  she  could  hold  so  ohe  would  be  able 
to  hold  her  liquor  like  a  lady.  For  anyone  to  refrain  from  drink¬ 
ing  was  "narrow"  and  "uncourageous"  because  the  Few  Dealers,  then 
as  now,  wanted  every  young  person  to  indulge  in  all  the  swinish 
vioes  of  Eleanor's  corrupt  and  dissolute  court,  so  everybody  would
